Forest fire control in the very near 


future will bo directed from the air. 


I traveled ninety-two miles in a 


tuge government airplane last Satur- 
day in a little over an hour. And the 
trip made it possible to view all the 
recently burnnd-ovor nrea of that 
part of the Angeles forest reserve 
that lies in Los Angeles county, and 
t6 estimate the damage with a de- 
gree of accuracy that could not bo 
ittained in weeks of mountain-climb- 
ing and exploring. As a matter of 
fact, some of the area viewed from 
the piano is at present totally in- 
accessible to the human on foot. The 
airplane, in the next ten years, will 
save our watersheds. 


United States Senators Odolie of 


Nevada and King of Utah, here on 
the coast to receive reports of the 
condition of the national reserves, 
were scheduled to make the air trip 
from Glendalc but the big bombers 
waited in vain for the appearance 
of these dignitaries. It may be the 
senators decided that real topnotch 
material out of which to make Unit- 
ed States senators was too rare to 
risk on such a journey. If this should 
be true it was a mistake in judg- 
ment on the part of the senators or 
their advisors, because every minute 
they spent in the midst of Los Ange- 
les traffic was fraught with more 
peril than would be an entire day in 
the clouds above Mount Wilson. 


But their decision to remain on the 


ground was my opportunity. And so, 
alone with the pilot I saw for the 
first time with understanding eyes 
the enormous expanse of rugged ter- 
ritory which is at once the guardian 
and the nemesis of the valleys that 
lie below.

Puddingstone Dam 
Construction Started 


As one of the projects under the 


Los Angeles county $35,000,000 flood 
control bond issue, one of the largest 
earth-fill darns in the county is being 
constructed in.the Puddingstone res- 
ervoir site, just below the city of 
San Dimas." In the construction, of 
the reservoir Chief Flqod Control En- 
gineer Beagon and hia staff have var- 
ied from the customary program of 
damming the floods up in the moun- 
tain canyons. In this instance they 
have gone out some distance into the 
rolling country just below San Dimas 
and have picked out a natural little 
valley which lends itself readily to 
reservoir construction, in that it has 
three comparatively small 
outlets, 


which are being closed by the con- 
struction of dams. 


From the upper end of this reser- 


voir site a channel is to be con- 
structed some two or three miles 
long, tying, into San Dimas wash a 
mile or two below the San Dimas 
dam, which was one of the first 
dam? built by the flood control dis- 
trict. As floods sweep down San Di- 
mns wash, the surplus which the 
Snn Dimas 'dam cannot accommodate 
will be diverted into the new arti- 
ficial channel and run into the Pud- 
dingstone reservoir. There it will be 
held until the crest of the flood has 
passed, when it can bs let out grad- 
ually into Walnut wash or disposed 
of in other ways that may appear to 
be most advantageous to all con- 
cerned. 


The cost of the construction of 


the reservoir, including the. construc- 
tion of the three dams and the chan- 
nel to the wash, has been estimated 
at $1,750,000. The capacity of the 
reservoir will be 20,000 acre feet. 


SEES NEW POSSIBILITY 


An interesting feature of the se- 


lection of this reservoir has cropped 
out since the City of Los Angeles 
has abandoned its proposal to build 
the big Colorado river aqueduct res- 
ervoir in San Gabriel canyon. The 
Puddingstone site is said to have 
aroused the interest of Chief Engi- 
neer Mulholland of the city water 
department as a possible site for 
storing his Colorado river water. The 
city is reported to be running sur- 
veys to determine the. feasibility of 
this scheme. 


Should Mulholland and his aides 


desidc to use the Piuldingstone site, 
Reagan, in charge of flood-control 
work, is said to be not averse to co- 
operating with the city on such a 
plan. By raising- the height of the 
flood-control dams now being con- 
structed about fifty feet, the capa- 
city of the reservoir could be just 
doubled to 40,000 acre feet. This, it 
is understood, will meet the needs 
of the city. 


At present, Reagan and his men 


are pushing work on the first and 
largest of the three Puddingstone 
dams. 
They are doing the work 


themselves, .County Flood 
Control 


Engineer Richards being in imme- 
diate- charge; -.-Bids for the comple- 
tion of .the. Deject are expefeted to 
be received by October 12, and the 
successful bidder -wilt pick u,p the 
work where the county leaves off. 


WILL BE SOME DAM 


Dam No. 1 now being constructed, 


will be 150 feet high, 1300 feet long, 
850 feet thick at the bottom and 25 
feet thick across the top. Dams No. 
2 and 3 will be about 50 feet high, 
with the other dimensions practical- 
ly the same as those for the first 
dam. 


The channel feeding the reservoir 


will have a capacity of 5000 second 
feet. Through a saddle in one of the 
hills flanking the dam there will1 be 
a spillway with a capacity of 5000 
second feet, which thus,.will easily 
handle the incoming water should an 
unheard-of flood come pouring out of 
the canyon above. A control tunnel 
is being provided, running from a 
point just above the upstream face 
of the darn through a hill 500 feet 
and coming out into the wash below 
.the dam. 


Work 
of 
driving 
the 
tunnel 


through has been going on, crews 
working from both entrances toward 
the middle, and about 150 feet of 
the tunnel has been completed. It 
will have a capacity of about 1000 
second f'eot of water. 


An interesting feature in the con- 


struction of these three dams is that 
the engineers will stage a stunt they 
learned from observing the action of 
Mother Nature in building the great 
earth cones that arc piled up at the 
mouths of canyons by the floods that 
pour out into the valley. They will 


use -what is known as the hydraulic , 
earth-fill process. That is, they learn- 
ed that when Mother Nature -builds 
a cone with water, when the job is 
completed she has in the cone a core 
of very fine, almost impervious, ma- 
terial of silt or clay. 


And so in building these hydraulic 


earth-fill darns, in the heart of each 
there is a core made of clay, 150 
feet wide and 150 feet high. There 
will also be a concrete curtain ex- 
tending into the ground far below 
what might be termed the base _of 
the dam and reaching up toward its 
apex. This concrete curtain and core 
are to prevent water seepage. Over 
this clay core and concrete curtain 
is the covering of earth, the whole 
making a great earthen ridge 850 
feet thick at the base and tapering 
to twenty-five feet at the top. 


The clay core will be built up by 


the hydraulic method. The clay, for- 
tunately available on the reservoir 
site, will be mined by the hydraulic 
process and pumped to the core site 
in sand a way that the fine particles 
of clay dissolved in water will grad- 
ually be piled up and up, thus form- 
ing the clay core. As the core rises, 
the coarse earth covering will bo 
built up on each side of it. 


The water or up-stream side of the 


dam will be faced with concrete, re- 
inforced with heavy wire mesh, to 
prevent the erosive action of water 
lapping against the dam from disin- 
tegrating the otherwise earthen face. 


Work on the dam has progressed 


to the point where a section of the 
up-stream face has been placed and 
partly faced with concrete; the 
foundation of the concrete curtain 
has been practically completed; the 
excavation to receive the foundation 
of the clay core is nearly completed, 
and much preliminary work on other 
portions of the dam has been done. 
Within a few weeks it is expected 
that water can be let into the reser- 
voir and the hydraulic work begun. 


It is expected that it will take 


from eighteen months to two years 
to complete the reservoir, dams and 
connecting channel. 


When completed the Puddingstone 


reservoir will relieve the immensely 
rich section of the valley centering 
around Covina from floods that have 
done a tremendous amount of dam- 
age in that section in the past.

Huge Nut Crop 


Put On Market 


The biggest crop of walnuts that 


California 'has grown since 1919 was 
offered to the markets of the world 
this week when the California Wal- 
nut Growers' association met and 
named opening prices as follows: 


Budded walnuts, 29 cents a pound; 


No. 1 soft shells, 24 cents a pound; 
No. 2's 15 cents a pound. 


Field men estimate that the crop 


for the state will total 54,000,000 
pounds. The association will market 
approximately 86 per cent of it. The 
entire .pack is valued at about $14,- 
000,000. 


This is the first time, for many 


years, that opening prices have been 
announced in September. As a rule, 
the crop is not ready to offer to the 
trade until some time during the 
first ten days of October, but the 
walnuts are maturing early this year, 
and are expected to find great favor 
in the markets of the country, dur- 
ing October and November particu- 
larly.

A final tour of inspection of the 


$25,000,000 San Gabriel dam site was 
made Tuesday by members of the 
flood control committee, associated 
chambers of commerce of the San 
Gabriel valley, and officials of the 
county flood control district. The 
committee, representing twenty-one 
communities affected by the propos- 
ed dam and reservoir, heard tho 
message of the county board of sup- 
ervisors that '' work is being rushed 
so this great project may begin " and 
urged, in turn, the awarding of con- 
tracts at the earliest possible date. 


Heading the party who made the 


tour of inspection were J. L. Mat- 
thews, president of the associated 
body, and D. J. Shultis of Baldwin 
Park, chairman of the flood control 
committee. Other prominent civic 
workers included C. A. Griffith of 
Aausa; Senator Jack Evans, Monro- 
via; T. H. Lambert, El Monte; Geo. 
Cross, Puente; I. A. Mcllenthin, Mon- 
rovia; J. H. Ingram, assistant to 
Flood Control Engineer James W. 
Reagan, and George Cecil, United 
States forest supervisor. 


The tour of inspection followed 


completion of recent borings made 
to determine the foundation of Amer- 
ica's greatest dam. Length across 
the top of the structure will be 2180 
feet, its height from the bedrock 
foundation, 490 feet, its height from 
the stream bod, 425 feet, and the 
width at its base, 407 feet. The dam 
will impond 240,000 acre feet of wa- 
ter. Throe miles of core were taken 
from borings and indicated a perfect 
foundation, according to the reports 
of the engineers present. 


"Action, and quick action at that, 


is what these cities are asking in 
construction of the 
San 
Gabriel 


dam," declared D. J. Shultis in voic- 
ing the opinion of those communi- 
ties represented by the associated 
chambers of commerce. 


Mr. Griffith told of recent confer- 


ences with the board of supervisors, 
in which those officials showed as 
keen a desire us the communities to 
begin work on the structure. 


Following the meeting at the dam 


site, the committees and guests ad- 
journed to Follows' relay station, 
where a luncheon was served.

George Cecil, federal forest super- 
visor, pledged all possible aid of his 
department in "consummating the 
construction of the San Gabriel dam 
in a manner equitable to all." 


The committee will make a formal 


report of its inspection at Alhambra 
on the evening of October (i, at the 
first yearly meeting of the associated 
chambers of commerce.
